DunngI the course 
of evidence, the Secretary Department of Fertilizers had als0 ®ed .wit 
observation of the Committee that unless all farmers are provided with Soil Health Ca - 
it is impossible to transfer subsidy directly to them. The Committee would therefore hke 
the Department of Fertilizers in co-ordination with the Ministry of Agriculture to make 
earnest efforts towards expeditious implementation of Soil Health Card Scheme and 
ensure that every farmer is provided with a Soil health Card having his bank de 
direct transfer of subsidy to the farmer. The Committee would hke to be apprised of 
tangible efforts in terms of concrete deliverables made in this regard. 

Reply of the Government 


The Government has introduced Soil Health Card (SHC) Scheme with the aim to 
provide Soil Health Cards to all 14 crore land holdings across the country once in a cycle 
of 2 years. Soil Health Cards provide farmers with recommendations on appropriate 
dosage of nutrients to be applied for cultivation of various crops along with soil 
amendments. Nationally agreed norms / standards of 10 hectares for rainfed areas and 
2.5 hectare for irrigated areas will be the grid for soil sample collection. A total of around 
2.53 crore samples will be collected and tested to generate 14 crore soil health cards to 


individual farm land holdings. 

The 1 st two year cycle (2015-16 to 2016-17) will end on 31 s ’ March, 2017. Efforts 
are being made towards expeditious implementation of SHC scheme and monitoring is 
being done on weekly basis through video conference with State Governments. As on 
13.12.2016, against target of 2.53 crore soil samples, the States have collected 2.25 
crore samples and tested 1.49 crore samples. Against target of 14 crore soil health 
cards, the States have distributed 4.05 crore cards to farmers. 


The Aadhar number is expected to be entered along with farmer details through 
online portal. However, Aadhar numbers are not available for all farmers because the 
entry for Aadhar number is not yet mandatory under SHC portal. 

Notification is being issued to make entry for Aadhaar number mandatory in SHC 
Portal under Section 7 of the Aadhaar Act 2016 to facilitate DBT to farmers. 
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Separate paging is given to this Part in order that it may be filed as a se parate compilation.

THE AADHAAR (TARGETED DELIVERY OF FINANCIAL AND 
OTHER SUBSIDIES, BENEFITS AND SERVICES) ACT, 2016 

No. 18 of 2016 

[25th March, 2016.] 

An Act to provide for, as a good governance, efficient, transparent, and targeted 
delivery of subsidies, benefits and services, the expenditure for which is 
incurred from the Consolidated Fund of India, to individuals residing in India 
through assigning of unique identity numbers to such individuals and tor 
matters connected therewith or incidental thereto. 

Bi: it enacted by Parliament in the Sixty-seventh Year of the Republic of Indiaas follows:— 

CHAPTER1 
Preliminary 

1. (/) This Act may be called the Aadhaar (Targeted Delivery of Financial and Other 
Subsidies, Benefits and Services) Act, 2016. 

(2) It shall extend to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and Kashmir and 
save as otherwise provided in this Act, it shall also apply to any offence or contravention 
thereunder committed outside India by any person. 

<i) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may, by. notification 
in the Official Gazette, appoint; and different dates may, be appointed for different provisions 
of this Act and any reference in any such provision to the commencement of this Act shall be 
construed as a reference to the commencement of that provision.

5. The Authority shall take special measures to issue Aadhaar number to women, 
children, senior citizens, persons with disability, unskilled and unorganised workers, nomadic 
tribes or to such other persons who do not have any permanent dwelling house and such 
other categories of individuals as may be specified by regulations. 


6. The Authority may require Aadhaar number holders to update their demographic 
information and biometric information, from time to time, in such manner as may be specified 
by regulations, so as to ensure continued accuracy of their information in the Central 
Identities Data Repository. 

CHAPTER HI 
Authentication 

7. The Central Government or, as the ease may be, the State Government may, lor the ft | 
purpose of establishing identity of an individual as a condition lor receipt ol a subsidy, | | 
benefit or service for which the expenditure is incurred from, or the receipt therefrom forms | 
part of, the Consolidated Fund of India, require that such individual undergo authentication, 

or furnish proof of possession of Aadhaar number or in the case of an individual to whom 
no Aadhaar number has been assigned, such individual makes an application lot enrolment. 

Provided that if an Aadhaar number is not assigned to an individual, the individual 
shall be offered alternate and viable means of identification for delivery ol the subsidy, 
benefit or service. 

8. (/ ) The Authority shall perform authentication of the Aadhaar number of an Aadhaar 
number holder submitted by any requesting entity, in relation to his biometric information 
or demographic information, subject to such conditions and on payment of such tees and 
in such manner as may be specified by regulations. 

(2) A requesting entity shall— 

(a) unless otherwise provided in this Act, obtain the consent of an individual 
before collecting his identity information for the purposes of authentication in such 
manner as may be specified by regulations; and 

( b) ensure that the identity information of an individual is only used for 
submission to the Central Identities Data Repository for authentication. 

(3) A requesting entity shall inform, in such manner as may be specified by regulations, 
the individual submitting his identity information for authentication, the following details 
with respect to authentication, namely:— 

( a ) the nature of information that may be shared upon authentication; 

( b) Lhe uses to which the information received during authentication may be 
pul by the requesting entity; and 

( c) alternatives to submission of identity information to the requesting entity. 

(4) The Authority shall respond to an authentication query with a positive, negative 
or any other appropriate response sharing such identity information excluding any core 
biometric information. 

9. The Aadhaar number or the authentication thereof shall not, by itself, confer any 
right of, or be proof of, citizenship or domicile in respect of an Aadhaar number holder. 


10. The Authority may engage one or more entities to establish and maintain the 
Central Identities Data Repository and to perform any other functions as may be specified 
by regulations.

In this regard we would like to submit that DBT application of Department 
of Fertilizers has been developed with the principle of capturing Aadhaar number 
and beneficiary details through eKYC at the time of sale of fertilizer by retailer 
using POS device. Whereas in case of Soil Health Card (SHC) the Aadhaar 
number is expected to be entered along with farmer details through an online 
portal. On the basis of soil sample test results entry the system provides for 
Fertilizer recommendations. 


Department of Fertilizers desires that the link may be established using 
Aadhaar number as a common key, to get the fertilizer recommendations 
information for a particular land record and farmer, so that the sale of fertilizer 
could be linked with the quantities recommended under the Soil Health Card 
portal. As both the servers, namely, SHC and DBT for farmers are under NIC 
cloud, the data can be shared between servers and that would help to 
increase the speed of DBT sales at the retail point. 


We would also like to inform that at present for 16 priority districts of 
DBT identified by Department of Fertilizers, the Aadhaar numbers are available 

only for 20,002 farmers out of 10,68,190 samples entered. . This is 
mainly because the entry for Aadhaar number is not mandatory under SHC 
portal. ---- -

The Indian Government passed the Goods and Services Tax (GST) bill through the upper and lower 
houses of parliament on the 3rd and 8th of August, 2016, respectively. The GST is heralded as the 
biggest tax reform since independence, reforming the Indian taxation system through implementing a 
single tax on the supply of goods and services, replacing all the direct and indirect taxes currently 
implemented by the central Government and States. Overall, it is expected that the GST will have far 
reaching implications on businesses and production in India through changing India’s tax: structure, 
incidence, computation, payments, compliance, credit utilization and reporting. It is expected that this 
tax increase economic growth rates and will broadly have beneficial impacts on the Indian economy 
through supporting the development of a common Indian market, reductions in logistics and 
transaction costs, improving compliance and broadening the tax base, and reducing the cascading 
effect of tax on the cost of goods and services. 

The GST is likely to have large implications for India’s agricultural and food sectors, especially 
considering that these sectors currently experience a wide array of different direct and indirect taxes 
levied by different actors. Finance Commission Chairman Vijay Kelkar recently estimated that the GST 
will be mildly inflationary for agricultural goods, increasing prices by between 0.61 percent and 1.18 
percent. In general, it is expected that consumer staples will increase in price as they currently benefit 
from low indirect tax and will face higher taxes under the GST. Items affected by this include: food 
processed items, items produced by bakeries, edible oils, dairy items, and personal care items. 
For instance, milk products are currently subject to a 2 percent VAT rate, a GST rate of 18 percent 
will increase in the price of milk products directly. However, the Chairman estimates that these price 
increases would be beneficial for millions of farmers as they will receive higher prices for their 
products. Moreover, he stated that this price increase will have minimum impacts on the poor as they 
will continue to remain secured through the Public Distribution System (PDS). He also estimated that 
the GST will contribute to economic growth and support the creation of around 20 million jobs, in the 
agricultural and non-agricultural sectors and bring down inflation. Simultaneously, farmer 
associations have raised concerns that the Government may implement individual measures to control 
food inflation, meaning that farmers will have to pay higher prices for their inputs but not receive 
higher prices for their products. 


The main issue in the application of GST to food is the impact it would have on those living at or 
below subsistence levels. For those at the bottom of the income scale, it doubtless accounts for an 
even higher proportion of total expenditures and incomes. Taxing food could thus have a major 
impact on the poor. By the same token, a complete exemption for food would significantly shrink the 
tax base. Food 'nc'ud^a^ri^^items, including grains and cereals, meat, fish, and poultry, milk 



and dairy products, fruits and vegetables, candy and confectionary, snacks, prepared meals for home 
consumption, restaurant meals, and Beverages, in India, while food is generally exempt from the 
CENVAT. many of the food items, including food grains and cereals, attract the state VAT at the rate 
of 4%. Exemption under the state VAT is restricted to unprocessed food, e.g., fresh fruits and 
vegetables, meat and eggs, and coarse grains. Beverages are generally taxable, with the exception 
of milk. The alternative of exempting food altogether (or zero rating) would not be any better as it 
would have an adverse impact on Revenue Neutral Rate. 

In the rural sector, the predominant distribution channel for unprocessed food would be either a direct 
sale by the farmer to final consumers or through small distributors/retailers. Even where food is within 
the scope of the GST, such sales would largely remain exempt because of the small business 
registration threshold. Thus, prices of the agricultural items and services are expected to rise after 
the implementation of the GST, although the overall inflationary impact of the proposed indirect 
regime will be negative, further, the output of agricultural sector is mostly exempt from tax, and inputs 
in agricultural sector like power and fertilizer are heavily subsidized for this sector, and will continue 
to be subsidized. However, in order to harmonize the provisions of APMC Act, EC Act and WDR Act 
in the newly rechristened e National Agricultural Market (eNAM), the implementation of GST will 
facilitate the rolling out of eNAM in letter and spirits by subsuming all kinds of taxes/cess and will 
improve market efficiency and reduce overhead costs. The ease of availing tax credit under GST 
regime is expected to boost and ease the interstate movement of goods as the GST has 
been labelled as a ‘destination-based tax’ meaning that goods and services will be taxed in states 
where they are consumed, by contrast, goods are currently taxed in states where they are produced. 
In effect, this means that producing’ States are likely to experience a decrease in total tax revenues, 
and ‘consuming’ States an increase in total tax revenues, due to changes to where goods are taxed. 
However, it is hoped that the taxation of services by States (currently only the central government 
taxes services but the GST will allow States to tax services) will allow these States to mitigate the 
expected shortfall in tax revenues. 


Dear Sir 

As discussed, the GST note is appended and attached as well..I am reproducing the mail which I sent 
to NITI Ayog also. 


As a sequel to my earlier note which I submitted to ICAR on 18th last (Attached), I 
have some more points to mention after yesterday's tax slabs finalization. 


I hope you have noticed that food grains, oil seeds, pulses etc, tractors also attract 
5% tax where as fertilizers attract 18% tax. It is irony that the output is being taxed 
either at 0% or at 5% but inputs are taxed at 18% and playing to the larger gallery 
and forgetting the farming community. Fertilizers have become essential input into 
production and we scientists urge everyone including the rainfed areas also to apply 
sufficient quantities. In high rainfall low production systems one of the reason for low 
productivity is lack of sufficient fertilizer application, in It is also known fact many 
farmers even do not get administered prices due to various reasons. I am not sure 
where other inputs/ machinery stand today in terms of tax. 


I think the govt can afford to reduce the tax on fertilizers to 5% in the same bracket 
with other food items and would go well with farming community specially in those 
states where polls are going to held such as UP etc. Further, the use of The short 
fall could be made up by taxing other luxury items. 


I feel while finalizing the GST slabs, the govt tried to put the items in such way in 
different tax slabs so that they do not lose any tax revenue. But in the process they 
missed the bogey to see the opportunities in revising tax rates for certain items and 
there by continuing the tax regime (tax rates) for items as it was in earlier congress 
government. But i think they can do much more which is politically beneficial also. 


That would have made the difference. The concern of higher input cost with lower 
sale price is almost seen with this bill. I am not sure whether the present regime/ 
bosses at ICAR would be willing to discuss these things at this stage. One way to 
get over is to follow traditional channels of pre-budget consultation meetings under

As you are aware, the Department of Fertilizers is implementing Direct 
Benefit Transfer (DBT) system on pilot basis in the 16 districts of the country. 
In order to promote balanced use of fertilizers, a new feature has been 
introduced, which allows recommendation on ‘fertilizer use’ to be shown to the 
farmers prior to the sale. After detailed discussion with the NIC, the database 
of the Agriculture Department on NIC server was being assessed online 
through web service for generation of fertilizer use recommendation for the 
farmers. However, the feedback from the pilot districts, especially Krishna 
and Godavari has suggested that this was considerably delaying the system 
response. After discussion with the technical team of NIC, it was felt that the 
system response can be improved considerably if Soil Health Card 
information can be ported directly on the DBT server on daily basis. 
Accordingly, a request was sent to the Joint Secretary of Department of 
Agriculture vide our letter dated 25 th October, 2016 (copy enclosed) to 
transfer Soil Health Card information on daily basis to the DBT server. Vide 
their response dated 26 th October, 2016 (copy enclosed) they have once 
again reiterated that this information should be assessed online, through web 
service only. 

2. In the light of above, it is requested that the Department of Agriculture 
may kindly be directed to allow NIC to port Soil Health Card database on daily 
basis (by the end of each working day) to the DBT server so as to increase 
the speed of DBT server at the retail point. Since this is a high priority project, 
early action in this regard shall be highly appreciated.

S O. (E)- Whereas the use of Aadhaar as identity document for 

delivery of services or benefits or subsidies simplifies the Government delivery 
processes, brings in good governance, transparency and efficiency, and enables 
beneficiaries to get their entitlements directly in a convenient and hassle-free 

manner and Aadhaar obviates the need for producing multiple documents to 
prove one’s identity; 

And, whereas, the Ministry of Agriculture & Farmers Welfare 
(Department of Agriculture, Cooperation & Farmers Welfare) in the Government 
of India is administering Soil Health Management (SHM) Scheme and Soil 
Health Card (SHC) Scheme under National Mission for Sustainable Agriculture 
(NMSA) which are being implemented by the State Governments and 
Union Territory Administrations and offer (i) Uniform approach to 
collection of soil samples and testing at the laboratories, (ii) universal 
coverage of all the farm holdings in the country and (iii) issue of Soil 
Health Cards after every two years;

G-S.R. _ (E).— Whereas, the use of Aadhaar as identity document for delivery of 

services or benefits or subsidies simplifies the Government delivery processes, brings in 
transparency and efficiency, and enables beneficiaries to get their entitlements directly in a 
convenient and seamless manner and Aadhaar obviates the need for producing multiple 
documents to prove one’s identity; 

And whereas, the Ministry of Agriculture and Farmers Welfare (Department of 
Agriculture, Cooperation and Farmers Welfare) in the Government of India is administering 
services under Soil Health Management Scheme (hereinafter referred to as SHM) and Soil 
Health Card Scheme (hereinafter referred to as SHC) under the National Mission for 
Sustainable Agriculture (hereinafter referred to as NMSA), which are being implemented by 
the State Governments and Union territory Administrations and offer (i) uniform approach to 
collection of soil samples and testing at the laboratories, (ii) universal coverage of all the 
farm holdings in the country; and (iii) issue of Soil Health Cards after every two years; 

And whereas, the aforesaid services under Soil Health Management Scheme and 
Soil Health Card Scheme involves recurring expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of 
India; 

Now therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of the section 7 of the Aadhaar 
(Targeted Delivery of Financial and Other Subsidies, Benefits and Services) Act, 2016 (18 
of 2016) (herein after referred to as the Act), the Central Government hereby notifies the 
following, namely: - 

1. (1) An individual eligible to receive the services under SHM and SHC schemes of 
NMSA is hereby required to furnish proof of possession of Aadhaar number or 
undergo Aadhaar authentication. 

(2) All such eligible beneficiaries entitled to receive services under SHM and SHC 
schemes of NMSA, who do not possess the Aadhaar Number or, not yet enrolled for 
Aadhaar , but desirous of availing services under SHM and SHC Schemes of 
NMSA are hereby required to make application for Aadhaar enrolment by 31 st March, 
2017, provided he or she is entitled to obtain Aadhaar as per section 3 of the said 
Act and such individuals may visit any Aadhaar enrolment centre (list available 
at www.uidai.gov.in) to get enrolled for Aadhaar. 
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(3) As per regulation 12 of Aadhaar (Enrolment and Update) Regulations, 2016, the 
department implementing SHM and SHC Schemes in the State Government or 
Union territory Administration which requires an individual to furnish Aadhaar, is 
required to offer Aadhaar enrolment facilities for the beneficiaries who are not yet 
enrolled for Aadhaar and in case there is no Aadhaar enrolment centre located in the 
near vicinity such as Block or Taluka or Tehsil, the department implementing SHM 
and SHC Schemes in the State Government or Union territory Administration may 
provide Aadhaar enrolment facilities at convenient locations in coordination with the 
existing Registrars of UIDAI or by becoming UIDAI Registrar: 

Provided that, till the Aadhaar is assigned to the beneficiary of services under 
SHM and SHC Schemes of NMSA, services under NMSA shall be given to such 
individual subject to the production of the following identification documents, 
namely:- 

(a) (i). If he or she has enrolled, his or her Aadhaar Enrolment ID slip; or 

(ii). a copy of his or her request made for Aadhaar enrolment, as specified in 

sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 2 below; and 

(b) (i) Voter ID card issued by the Election Commission of India; or (ii) 
Permanent Account Number Card issued by the Income Tax Department; or (iii) 
Passport; or (iv) Driving Licence issued by Licensing authority under Motor 
Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988); or (v) Certificate of Identity having photo issued 
by a Gazetted officer or Tehsildar on an official letter head; or (vi) Address card 
having Name and Photo issued by the Department of Posts; or (vii) Bank Photo 
Passbook; or (viii) Kisan Photo Passbook; or (ix) Ration Card; or (x) any other 
document as specified by the State Government or Union territory Administration: 

Provided, further that the above documents shall be checked by an officer 
designated by the department implementing SHM and SHC schemes in the State 
Government or Union territory Administration for that purpose. 

2. In order to provide convenient and hassle free services under SHM and SHC 
Schemes of NMSA to beneficiaries, the department implementing SHM and SHC 
Schemes in the State Government or Union territory Administration shall make all the 
required arrangements including the following; namely:- 

(1) Wide publicity through media and individual notices through the district office or 
implementing agencies or field offices of SHM and SHC Schemes, etc., shall be 
given to beneficiaries of services under SHM and SHC Schemes of NMSA to make 
them aware of the requirement of Aadhaar under the Scheme and they may be 
advised to get themselves enrolled at the nearest Aadhaar enrolment centres 
available in their areas by 31 st March 2017, in case they are not already enrolled and 
the list of locally available Aadhaar enrolment centres shall be made available to 
them. 

(2) In case the beneficiaries of services under SHM and SHC Schemes of NMSA 
are not able to enrol due to non-availability of Aadhaar enrolment centres in the 
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nearby vicinity such as the Block or Taluka or Tehsil, the department implementing^ 5 
SHM and SHC Schemes in the State Government or Union territory Administration is 
required to create Aadhaar enrolment facilities at convenient locations and the 
beneficiaries of services under SHM and SHC Schemes of NMSA may register their 
request for Aadhaar enrolment by giving their name, address, mobile number and 
other details specified in the proviso to sub-paragraph (3) of paragraph 1 with their 

field offices under SHM and SHC Schemes of NMSA or through the web portal 
provided for the purpose. 

3. This notification shall come into effect from the date of its publication in the 
Official Gazette in all States and Union territories except the states of Assam 
Meghalaya and Jammu and Kashmir.

G.S.R. _ (E). — Whereas, the use of Aadhaar as identity document for delivery of 

services or benefits or subsidies simplifies the Government delivery processes, brings in 
transparency and efficiency, and enables beneficiaries to get their entitlements directly in a 
convenient and seamless manner and Aadhaar obviates the need for producing multiple 
documents to prove one’s identity; 

And whereas, the Ministry of Agriculture and Farmers Welfare (Department of 
Agriculture, Cooperation and Farmers Welfare) in the Government of India is administering 
services under Soil Health Management Scheme (hereinafter referred to as SHM) and Soil 
Health Card Scheme (hereinafter referred to as SHC) under the National Mission for 
Sustainable Agriculture (hereinafter referred to as NMSA), which are being implemented by 
the State Governments and Union territory Administrations and offer (i) uniform approach to 
collection of soil samples and testing at the laboratories, (ii) universal coverage of all the 
farm holdings in the country; and (iii) issue of Soil Health Cards after every two years; 

And whereas, the aforesaid services under Soil Health Management Scheme and 
Soil Health Card Scheme involves recurring expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of 
India; 

Now therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of the section 7 of the Aadhaar 
(Targeted Delivery of Financial and Other Subsidies, Benefits and Services) Act, 2016 (18 
of 2016) (herein after referred to as the Act), the Central Government hereby notifies the 
following, namely: - 

1. (1) An individual eligible to receive the services under SHM and SHC schemes of 
NMSA is hereby required to furnish proof of possession of Aadhaar number or 
undergo Aadhaar authentication. 

(2) All such eligible beneficiaries entitled to receive services under SHM and SHC 
schemes of NMSA, who do not possess the Aadhaar Number or, not yet enrolled for 
Aadhaar , but desirous of availing services under SHM and SHC Schemes of 
NMSA are hereby required to make application for Aadhaar enrolment by 31 st March, 
2017, provided he or she is entitled to obtain Aadhaar as per section 3 of the said 
Act and such individuals may visit any Aadhaar enrolment centre (list available 
at www.uidai.gov.in) to get enrolled for Aadhaar. 
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(3) As per regulation 12 of Aadhaar (Enrolment and Update) Regulations, 2016, the 
department implementing SHM and SHC Schemes in the State Government or 
Union territory Administration which requires an individual to furnish Aadhaar, is 
required to offer Aadhaar enrolment facilities for the beneficiaries who are not yet 
enrolled for Aadhaar and in case there is no Aadhaar enrolment centre located in the 
near vicinity such as Block or Taluka or Tehsil, the department implementing SHM 
and SHC Schemes in the State Government or Union territory Administration may 
provide Aadhaar enrolment facilities at convenient locations in coordination with the 
existing Registrars of UIDAI or by becoming UIDAI Registrar: 

Provided that, till the Aadhaar is assigned to the beneficiary of services under 
SHM and SHC Schemes of NMSA, services under NMSA shall be given to such 
individual subject to the production of the following identification documents, 
namely:- 

(a) (i). If he or she has enrolled, his or her Aadhaar Enrolment ID slip; or 

(ii). a copy of his or her request made for Aadhaar enrolment, as specified in 

sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 2 below; and 

(b) (i) Voter ID card issued by the Election Commission of India; or (ii) 
Permanent Account Number Card issued by the Income Tax Department; or (iii) 
Passport; or (iv) Driving Licence issued by Licensing authority under Motor 
Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988); or (v) Certificate of Identity having photo issued 
by a Gazetted officer or Tehsildar on an official letter head; or (vi) Address card 
having Name and Photo issued by the Department of Posts; or (vii) Bank Photo 
Passbook; or (viii) Kisan Photo Passbook; or (ix) Ration Card; or (x) any other 
document as specified by the State Government or Union territory Administration: 

Provided, further that the above documents shall be checked by an officer 
designated by the department implementing SHM and SHC schemes in the State 
Government or Union territory Administration for that purpose. 

2. In order to provide convenient and hassle free services under SHM and SHC 
Schemes of NMSA to beneficiaries, the department implementing SHM and SHC 
Schemes in the State Government or Union territory Administration shall make all the 
required arrangements including the following; namely:- 

(1) Wide publicity through media and individual notices through the district office or 
implementing agencies or field offices of SHM and SHC Schemes, etc., shall be 
given to beneficiaries of services under SHM and SHC Schemes of NMSA to make 
them aware of the requirement of Aadhaar under the Scheme and they may be 
advised to get themselves enrolled at the nearest Aadhaar enrolment centres 
available in their areas by 31 st March 2017, in case they are not already enrolled and 
the list of locally available Aadhaar enrolment centres shall be made available to 
them. 

(2) In case the beneficiaries of services under SHM and SHC Schemes of NMSA 
are not able to enrol due to non-availability of Aadhaar enrolment centres in the 


nearby vicinity such as the Block or Taluka or Tehsil, the department implementing 
SHM and SHC Schemes in the State Government or Union territory Administration is 
required to create Aadhaar enrolment facilities at convenient locations and the 
beneficiaries of services under SHM and SHC Schemes of NMSA may register their 
request for Aadhaar enrolment by giving their name, address, mobile number and 
other details specified in the proviso to sub-paragraph (3) of paragraph 1 with their 
field offices under SHM and SHC Schemes of NMSA or through the web portal 
provided for the purpose. 



3. This notification shall come into effect from the date of its publication in the 
Official Gazette in all States and Union territories except the states of Assam, 
Meghalaya and Jammu and Kashmir.

New Delhi; the February, 2017 

G.S.R. _ (E) .— Whereas, the use of Aadhaar as identity document for delivery of 

services or benefits or subsidies simplifies the Government delivery processes, brings in 
transparency and efficiency, and enables beneficiaries to get their entitlements directly in a 
convenient and seamless manner and Aadhaar obviates the need for producing multiple 
documents to prove one's identity; 

And whereas, the Ministry of Agriculture and Farmers Welfare (Department of 
Agriculture, Cooperation and Farmers Welfare) in the Government of India is administering 
services under Soil Health Management Scheme (hereinafter referred to as SHM) and Soil 
Health Card Scheme (hereinafter referred to as SHC) under the National Mission for 
Sustainable Agriculture (hereinafter referred to as NMSA), which are being implemented by 
the State Governments and Union territory Administrations and offer (i) uniform approach to 
collection of soil samples and testing at the laboratories, (ii) universal coverage of all the 
farm holdings in the country; and (iii) issue of Soil Health Cards after every two years; 

And whereas, the aforesaid services under Soil Health Management Scheme and 
Soil Health Card Scheme involves recurring expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of 
India; 

Now therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of the section 7 of the Aadhaar 
(Targeted Delivery of Financial and Other Subsidies, Benefits and Services) Act, 2016 (18 
of 2016) (herein after referred to as the Act), the Central Government hereby notifies the 
following, namely: - 

1. (1) An individual eligible to receive the services under SHM and SHC schemes of 
NMSA is hereby required to furnish proof of possession of Aadhaar number or 
undergo Aadhaar authentication. 

(2) All such eligible beneficiaries entitled to receive services under SHM and SHC 
schemes of NMSA, who do not possess the Aadhaar Number or, not yet enrolled for 
Aadhaar , but desirous of availing services under SHM and SHC Schemes of 
NMSA are hereby required to make application for Aadhaar enrolment by 31 st March, 
2017, provided he or she is entitled to obtain Aadhaar as per section 3 of the said 
Act and such individuals may visit any Aadhaar enrolment centre (list available 
at www.uidai.gov.in) to get enrolled for Aadhaar. 
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(3) As per regulation 12 of Aadhaar (Enrolment and Update) Regulations, 2016, the 
department implementing SHM and SHC Schemes in the State Government or 
Union territory Administration which requires an individual to furnish Aadhaar, is 
required to offer Aadhaar enrolment facilities for the beneficiaries who are not yet 
enrolled for Aadhaar and in case there is no Aadhaar enrolment centre located in the 
near vicinity such as Block or Taluka orTehsil, the department implementing SHM 
and SHC Schemes in the State Government or Union territory Administration may 
provide Aadhaar enrolment facilities at convenient locations in coordination with the 
existing Registrars of UIDAI or by becoming UIDAI Registrar: 

Provided that, till the Aadhaar is assigned to the beneficiary of services under 
SHM and SHC Schemes of NMSA, services under NMSA shall be given to such 
individual subject to the production of the following identification documents, 
namely:- 

(a) (i). If he or she has enrolled, his or her Aadhaar Enrolment ID slip; or 

(il). a copy of his or her request made for Aadhaar enrolment, as specified in 
sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 2 below; and 

(b) (i) Voter ID card issued by the Election Commission of India; or (ii) 

. Permanent Account Number Card issued by the Income Tax Department; or (iii) 

Passport; or (iv) Driving Licence issued by Licensing authority under Motor 
Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988); or (v) Certificate of Identity having photo issued 
by a Gazetted officer or Tehsildar on an official letter head; or (vi) Address card 
having Name and Photo issued by the Department of Posts; or (vii) Bank Photo 
Passbook; or (viii) Kisan Photo Passbook; or (ix) Ration Card; or (x) any other 
document as specified by the State Government or Union territory Administration: 

Provided, further that the above documents shall be checked by an officer 
designated by the department implementing SHM and SHC schemes in the State 
Government or Union territory Administration for that purpose. 

2. In order to provide convenient and hassle free services under SHM and SHC

Accordingly, the Department 
of Fertilizers had requested that given the complex nature of DBT in fertilizers, a 
Committee or Joint Working Group may be constituted in NITI Aayog, to examine 
objectively the various issues raised by the Standing Committee and suggest a model for 
direct transfer of subsidy to the beneficiaries account in fertilizers. Subsequently, NITI 
Aayog had conveyed that the Committee on DBT in Fertilizers constituted by PMO may 
also examine the issue of direct disbursement of fertilizer subsidy to farmer's bank 
account. In the above context the meeting of Committee on DBT in Fertilizers has been 
convened. 

3. Presentation by Department of Fertilizers: 

3.1 Thereafter, Shri Dharam Pal, Additional Secretary, Department of Fertilizers (DoF) 
made a detailed presentation on present status of DBT in fertilizers. The salient points of 
the presentation are as below: 

a. All 16 districts were taken up together for Piliot implementation. Pilot in 14 
district was completed by 31.3.2017. Pilot in newly added three districts 
(Begusarai, Dhanbad and Gorakhpur) was completed in August 2017. It was 
mentioned that sale in pilot districts has been consistently lower than previous 
year's sale, barring for the month of June, 2017, where pre-GST sales seems to 
have taken place in large quantity. 

b. Deployment of PoS devices has been completed up to 80% while 95% PoS devices 
have been received against the order placed. PoS deployment has been completed 
fully in 22 States & UTs and completed partially in rest 9 States. 

c. Pan India DBT rollout is in progress. DBT has been rolled out in 19 States & UTs. It 
has been to planned to roll out DBT in 12 major states starting 1 st January 2018. 

d. DBT PMU is operational at DoF Headquarters. 24 State DBT Co-ordinators and 12 
District Co-ordinators have been appointed. About 4,500 training sessions have 




! f : 


been conducted across country. Bilingual online training videos have been created 
and all are now available on YouTube. 62 virtual machines / Servers have been 
deployed to handle DBT system. A 5 member help has been setup, which is being 
upgraded shortly to a 15 member Multilingual Helpdesk. 

e. Various measures have been taken to deal with the issue of poor network 
connectivity. Dealers have been advised to choose the network service provider 
carefully. They have been told to use external antenna to deal with the poor signal 
strength and ask the service providers to re-orient their antenna if required. PoS 
supports multiple connectivity options i.e. Wi-Fi, LAN, PSTN etc. In order to avoid 
stock related issues, dealers have been advised to use Release Order module for 
fertilizer movement / sale on real time basis. 

f. It was informed that dealers have been demanding for increase in dealer margin 
which has remained unchanged for a decade or so. It was mentioned that a CCEA 
proposal is being prepared to increase the dealer margin. Regarding cashless 
payment, companies have been asked to ensure Bharat/ BHIM Code is displayed 
at all retail outlets. Transaction time has improved significantly from 10 minutes 
to 5 minutes. 

g. Regarding the transfer of subsidy to farmer’s bank account, currently Phase-I of 
DBT is in progress and it will be completed by 31 st March 2018. Director transfer 
of subsidy to farmers may be considered in Phase-II, after stabilization of Phase-I. 
DoF requested NITI Aayog to finalize appropriate model for DBT to be considered 
for Phase-II. 

4. Presentation by M/s Microsave: 

4.1 Thereafter, M/s Microsave was requested to present its Independent Assessment 
Report of the field study done by them. M/s Microsave mentioned that they have 
surveyed 5,659 farmers and 427 retailers across 14 pilot districts in addition to 
Government officials and district consultants for their quantitative survey. Besides, 
qualitative interviews were held with 185 farmers and 138 retailers. The key findings of 
M/s Microsave are as below: 

a. Transaction experience has improved as Aadhaar authentication strike rate has 
increased to as high as 97% in three attempts. Fingerprint mismatch and 
connectivity issues are still there but other technical issues are reducing. 

b. Incidences of manual sale without Aadhaar and adjusted transactions are high @ 
21% during peak season compared to 10% in previous round. 

c. Farmers transaction experience has improved as retailers do not charge more 
price than mentioned in transaction receipt. 85% farmers received transaction 
receipt, out of which 98% were charged same amount as mentioned in the receipt. 
Average transaction time on PoS was 4-5 minutes. On an average farmers are 
paying higher than MRP, indicating farmers who do not receive transaction receipt 
may have been overcharged. 

d. Retailers ate managing peak season sales by adjusting. 44% retailers complained 
of difficulty in serving customers during peak season as an average of maximum 
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65 customers remain present together at any given time on a single day. Retailers 
do not show inclination to use more than one PoS device as it would requi! 
additional manpower. To manage peak season, 66% sold manually, 18% entered 
multiple transaction under one transaction, 12% refused to sell without PoS. 

e. 59% farmers & 54% retailers prefer new system to earlier method, while 30% 
farmers and 44% retailers prefer old system. 

f. Unattractive retailer margin along with additional hassle due to GST /PoS may 
lead to retailer attrition in future. Retailers earn a low net margin of upto Rs.9 per 
bag of urea. Introduction of MFMS and DBT in fertilizers has reduced avenues for 
earning through dubious means. Dealer attrition may create white spaces and 
hence hassle to farmers. 

g. Delay in Release Order module updation delays receipt acknowledgement and 
compels retailers to adjust transactions. 49% retailers said that stock updation is 
not immediate after acknowledgement due to server/ PoS issues. 84% retailers 
said that the stock updates correctly after each transaction. 

h. Retailer readiness-awareness and training efforts are laudable. Faimet 
communication needs improvement. 93% retailers received training. 90% 
believed that the training helped them in handling PoS. 85% farmets knew that 
Aadhaar is necessary to purchase fertilizer. 

i. 32% farmers preferred cashless mode for payment while 49% retailers indicated 
preference for the same. About 92% transactions are currently through cash. The 
major reason for 51% retailers not preferring cashless mode as they already woik 
on thin margins of 1-2% and cashless transactions would lead to MDR of 2 /o, 
eating away their margins. 72.5% farmers have expressed their reluctance to 
receive subsidy in their bank accounts as it would lead to payment of Rs.38,400 
upfront (for average 32 bags annually) whereas they would receive Rs.28,800 in 
their bank accounts. 

j. 79% retailers are satisfied with the grievance redressal mechanism as compared 
to 91% in the last round, which is indicative of compromised efficacy of the 
informal system. Toll free number does not allow conversation in regional 
languages and lacks features of an ideal grievance redress mechanism. 

/ k. Regarding Soil Heath Card only 30% of the respondents were aware about it and 
only 8.6% respondents actually had soil health card. Only 6.3% of respondent 
farmers indicated following the recommendation of crop given on Soil Health 
Card. 

4.2 M/s Microsave suggested that the MFMS application should be device agnostic. 
Since most retailers have desktop, the same may also be put to use to record transactions 
as well as to authenticate customers. Likewise laptops, tablets and smartphones may 
also be used. They suggested that dealer margin would need to be revised suitably as 
many dealers were opting out of the system. There needs to be provision to generate sale 
receipts in vernacular languages. Regarding operational issues, they suggested that thcie 
is a need for dedicated manpower at district level for all live districts and it may be 
explored whether MFMS (PoS) be linked to tally to download daily sales record. 
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Shri Amitabh Kant, CEO, NITI Aayog lauded the efforts by the Department of 
etti izeis and requested that the same may be communicated to the entire DBT team, 
e added that revision in dealer margin was a key to the success of this initiative. He 
suggested that there are a couple of start-ups which can be engaged by DoF for 
translation into vernacular languages. The help desk also need to be'able to address 
problems in local languages. To this Shri Dharam Pal, AS, DoF indicated that the Ministry 
is in the process of strengthening its help desk from 5 to 15 members and efforts would 
e made to provide responses in vernacular languages to the extent possible. 

6. Dr. Arvind Subramanian, Chief Economic Adviser added that spectacular success 
has been achieved by the DoF in terms of pilot rollout of DBT in fertilizers. He cautioned 
that few fertilizer companies are complaining about DBT and some numbers are still on 
the high negative side. He added that high number of manual transactions are on a high 
side which needs to be addressed. He expressed concern about the unsatisfactory 
observations regarding Soil Health Cards. He also requested Microsave to share the unit 
level data and added that this might be considered for inclusion in the forthcoming 
Economic Survey of the Ministry of Finance. 


7. Shri Anurag Jain, JS, PMO indicated that the findings regarding Soil Health Cards 
are worrisome and need to be shared with the Ministry of Agriculture. He suggested that 
it would be prudent to let the current system stabilize for at least six months and then a 
view is taken to move towards next phase of direct transfer of subsidy in farmer's bank 
accounts. Shri Peeyush Kumar, JS, Cabinet Secretariat indicated that it would be 
desirable to work out the subsidy savings made due to reduced offtake following 
introduction of DBT pilot. 

8. After deliberations, the following decisions were taken: 

i] Department of Fertilizers to expedite the process of adequate margin for the 
dealers. 

n) Department of Fertilizers to carefully monitor the roll out of DBT in major States 
next month and make course correction wherever required. 

iii) M/s Microsave to provide list of key recommendations to the Department of 

Fertilizeis and NITI Aayog followed by the complete report of the Evaluation 
Study. 

iv) Department of Fertilizers to examine the findings of the evaluation study and take 
appropriate action including examining whether transactions can be recorded in 
desktop PCs and other devices. 

v) The Phase-II of DBT in fertilizers i.e. transfer of subsidy to farmer’s bank accounts 
to be taken up only after Phase-I is fully implemented and stabilized. Accordingly, 
a view on setting up of the Committee to examine the issue of direct transfer of 
subsidy to farmer's bank account may be taken up only after March 2018. 
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vi) Department of Agriculture, Cooperation and Farmers’ Welfare to study the 
observations and recommendations regarding Soil Health Cards and tak. 
appropriate action. 

The Meeting ended with vote of thanks to the Chair and the participants.

A meeting of the Committee on DBT in Fertilizers was held on 13 th December 2017 
at 5.00 pm in room no. 134 NITI Aayog under the Chairmanship of Shri Amitabh Kant, 
CEO NITI Aayog to discuss disbursement of subsidy directly to the farmer’s bank account. 
The list of participants is given at the Annexure. 

2. At the outset Dr. Yogesh Suri, Adviser (G&R), NITI Aayog welcomed the 
participants. He informed that the Standing Committee on Chemicals & Fertilizers 2016- 
17 in its 36 th Action Taken Report had emphasized that while implementing DBT, subsidy 
should be disbursed directly to the farmer's bank account. Accordingly, the Department 
of Fertilizers had requested that given the complex nature of DBT in fertilizers, a 
Committee or joint Working Group may be constituted in NITI Aayog, to examine 
objectively the various issues raised by the Standing Committee and suggest a model for 
direct transfer of subsidy to the beneficiaries account in fertilizers. Subsequently, NITI 
Aayog had conveyed that the Committee on DBT in Fertilizers constituted by PMO may 
also examine the issue of direct disbursement of fertilizer subsidy to farmer's bank 
account. In the above context the meeting of Committee on DBT in Fertilizers has been 
convened. 

3. Presentation by Department of Fertilizers: 

3.1 Thereafter, Shri Dharam Pal, Additional Secretary, Department of Fertilizers (DoF) 
made a detailed presentation on present status of DBT in fertilizers. The salient points of 
the presentation are as below: 

a. All 16 districts were taken up together for Piliot implementation. Pilot in 14 
district was completed by 31.3.2017. Pilot in newly added three districts 
(Begusarai, Dhanbad and Gorakhpur) was completed in August 2017. It was 
mentioned that sale in pilot districts has been consistently lower than previous 
year’s sale, barring for the month of June, 2017, where pre-GST sales seems to 
have taken place in large quantity. 

b. Deployment of PoS devices has been completed up to 80% while 95% PoS devices 
have been received against the order placed. PoS deployment has been completed 
fully in 22 States & UTs and completed partially in rest 9 States. 

c. Pan India DBT rollout is in progress. DBT has been rolled out in 19 States & UTs. It 
has been to planned to roll out DBT in 12 major states starting 1 st January 2018. 

d. DBT PMU is operational at DoF Headquarters. 24 State DBT Co-ordinators and 12 
District Co-ordinators have been appointed. About 4,500 training sessions have 




been conducted across country. Bilingual online training videos have been created 
and all are now available on YouTube. 62 virtual machines / Servers have been 
deployed to handle DBT system. A 5 member help has been setup, which is being 
upgraded shortly to a 15 member Multilingual Helpdesk. 

e. Various measures have been taken to deal with the issue of poor network 
connectivity. Dealers have been advised to choose the network service provider 
carefully. They have been told to use external antenna to deal with the poor signal 
strength and ask the service providers to re-orient their antenna if required. PoS 
supports multiple connectivity options i.e. Wi-Fi, LAN, PSTN etc. In order to avoid 
stock related issues, dealers have been advised to use Release Order module for 
fertilizer movement / sale on real time basis. 

f. It was informed that dealers have been demanding for increase in dealer margin 
which has remained unchanged for a decade or so. It was mentioned that a CCEA 
proposal is being prepared to increase the dealer margin. Regarding cashless 
payment, companies have been asked to ensure Bharat/ BHIM Code is displayed 
at all retail outlets. Transaction time has improved significantly from 10 minutes 
to 5 minutes. 

g. Regarding the transfer of subsidy to farmer’s bank account, currently Phase-I of 
DBT is in progress and it will be completed by 31 s ? March 2018. Director transfer 
of subsidy to farmers may be considered in Phase-II, after stabilization of Phase-I. 
DoF requested NITI Aayog to finalize appropriate model for DBT to be considered 
for Phase-II. 

4. Presentation by M/s Microsave: 

4.1 Thereafter, M/s Microsave was requested to present its Independent Assessment 
Report of the field study done by them. M/s Microsave mentioned that they have 
surveyed 5,659 farmers and 427 retailers across 14 pilot districts in addition to 
Government officials and district consultants for their quantitative survey. Besides, 
qualitative interviews were held with 185 farmers and 138 retailers. The key findings of 
M/s Microsave are as below: 

a. Transaction experience has improved as Aadhaar authentication strike rate has 
increased to as high as 97% in three attempts. Fingerprint mismatch and 
connectivity issues are still there but other technical issues are reducing. 

b. Incidences of manual sale without Aadhaar and adjusted transactions are high @ 
21% during peak season compared to 10% in previous round. 

c. Farmer’s transaction experience has improved as retailers do not charge more 
price than mentioned in transaction receipt. 85% farmers received transaction 
receipt, out of which 98% were charged same amount as mentioned in the receipt. 
Average transaction time on PoS was 4-5 minutes. On an average farmers are 
paying higher than MRP, indicating farmers who do not receive transaction receipt 
may have been overcharged. 

d. Retailers are managing peak season sales by adjusting. 44% retailers complained 
of difficulty in serving customers during peak season as an average of maximum 
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65 customers remain present together at any given time on a single day. Retailers 
do not show inclination to use more than one PoS device as it would requi 
additional manpower. To manage peak season, 66% sold manually, 18% entered 
multiple transaction under one transaction, 12% refused to sell without PoS. 

e. 59% farmers & 54% retailers prefer new system to earlier method, while 30% 
farmers and 44% retailers prefer old system. 

f. Unattractive retailer margin along with additional hassle due to GST /PoS may 
lead to retailer attrition in future. Retailers earn a low net margin of upto Rs.9 per 
bag of urea. Introduction of MFMS and DBT in fertilizers has reduced avenues for 
earning through dubious means. Dealer attrition may create white spaces and 
hence hassle to farmers. 

g. Delay in Release Order module updation delays receipt acknowledgement and 
compels retailers to adjust transactions. 49% retailers said that stock updation is 
not immediate after acknowledgement due to server/ PoS issues. 84% retailers 
said that the stock updates correctly after each transaction. 

h. Retailer readiness-awareness and training efforts are laudable. Farmer 
communication needs improvement. 93% retailers received training. 90% 
believed that the training helped them in handling PoS. 85% farmers knew that 
Aadhaar is necessary to purchase fertilizer. 

i. 32% farmers preferred cashless mode for payment while 49% retailers indicated 
preference for the same. About 92% transactions are currently through cash. The 
major reason for 51% retailers not preferring cashless mode as they already work 
on thin margins of 1-2% and cashless transactions would lead to MDR of 2%, 
eating away their margins. 72.5% farmers have expressed their reluctance to 
receive subsidy in their bank accounts as it would lead to payment of Rs.38,400 
upfront (for average 32 bags annually) whereas they would receive Rs.28,800 in 
their bank accounts. 

j. 79% retailers are satisfied with the grievance redressal mechanism as compared 
to 91% in the last round, which is indicative of compromised efficacy of the 
informal system. Toll free number does not allow conversation in regional 
languages and lacks features of an ideal grievance redress mechanism. 

k. Regarding Soil Heath Card only 30% of the respondents were aware about it and 
only 8.6% respondents actually had soil health card. Only 6.3% of respondent 
farmers indicated following the recommendation of crop given on Soil Health 
Card. 

4.2 M/s Microsave suggested that the MFMS application should be device agnostic. 
Since most retailers have desktop, the same may also be put to use to record transactions 
as well as to authenticate customers. Likewise laptops, tablets and smartphones may 
also be used. They suggested that dealer margin would need to be revised suitably as 
many dealers were opting out of the system. There needs to be provision to generate sale 
receipts in vernacular languages. Regarding operational issues, they suggested that there 
is a need for dedicated manpower at district level for all live districts and it may be 
explored whether MFMS (PoS) be linked to tally to download daily sales record. 
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5. Shri Amitabh Kant, CEO, NITI Aayog lauded the efforts by the Department of 
Fertilizers and requested that the same may be communicated to the entire DBT team. 
He added that revision in dealer margin was a key to the success of this initiative. He 
suggested that there are a couple of start-ups which can be engaged by DoF for 
translation into vernacular languages. The help desk also need to be able to address 
problems in local languages. To this Shri Dharam Pal, AS, DoF indicated that the Ministry 
is in the process of strengthening its help desk from 5 to 15 members and efforts would 
be made to provide responses in vernacular languages to the extent possible. 

6. Dr. Arvind Subramanian, Chief Economic Adviser added that spectacular success 
has been achieved by the DoF in terms of pilot rollout of DBT in fertilizers. He cautioned 
that few fertilizer companies are complaining about DBT and some numbers are still on 
the high negative side. He added that high number of manual transactions are on a high 
side which needs to be addressed. He expressed concern about the unsatisfactory 
observations regarding Soil Health Cards. He also requested Microsave to share the unit 
level data and added that this might be considered for inclusion in the forthcoming 
Economic Survey of the Ministry of Finance. 

Shri Anurag Jain, JS, PMO indicated that the findings regarding Soil Health Cards 
are worrisome and need to be shared with the Ministry of Agriculture. He suggested that 
it would be prudent to let the current system stabilize for at least six months and then a 
view is taken to move towards next phase of direct transfer of subsidy in farmer’s bank 
accounts. Shri Peeyush Kumar, JS, Cabinet Secretariat indicated that it would be 
desirable to work out the subsidy savings made due to reduced offtake following 
introduction of DBT pilot. 

8. After deliberations, the following decisions were taken: 

i] Department of Fertilizers to expedite the process of adequate margin for the 
dealers. 

n) Department of Fertilizers to carefully monitor the roll out of DBT in major States 
next month and make course correction wherever required. 

iii) M/s Microsave to provide list of key recommendations to the Department of 

Fertilizers and NITI Aayog followed by the complete report of the Evaluation 
Study. 

iv) Department of Fertilizers to examine the findings of the evaluation study and take 
appropriate action including examining whether transactions can be recorded in 
desktop PCs and other devices. 

v) The Phase-II of DBT in fertilizers i.e. transfer of subsidy to farmer’s bank accounts 
to be taken up only after Phase-I is fully implemented and stabilized. Accordingly, 
a view on setting up of the Committee to examine the issue of direct transfer of 
subsidy to farmer’s bank account may be taken up only after March 2018. 
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vi) Department of Agriculture, Cooperation and Farmers' Welfare to study the 
observations and recommendations regarding Soil Health Cards and tai 
appropriate action.

Comments ofUIDAI:

--Pilot Roll-out for Direct Benefits Transfers (DBT) in Fertilizer Sector 

The list of participants is given at the Annex. 

2. At the outset. Dr Yogesh Suri, Adviser, NITI Aayog welcomed the participants and 
indicated that this meeting had been called to discuss two issues viz. (a) examine the 
findings of pilot assessment undertaken by M/s MicroSave on the Aadhaar enabled 
Fertiliser Distribution System (AeFDS); and (b) finalize the draft monitoring framework 
for five fertilizer plants which was earlier circulated by NITI Aayog. Thereafter he 
requested the representatives of Microsave to make their presentation. 

3. A presentation was made by Shri Manoj Sharma and Shri Anurodh Giri from 
Microsave on the evaluation of the DBT pilot project conducted across 6 districts viz. 
Hoshangabad (Madhya Pradesh), Pali (Rajasthan), Una (Himachal Pradesh), Rangareddy 
(Telangana) and Krishna, West Godavari (Andhra Pradesh). For the purposes of the 
assessment, a total of 1,734 farmers and 200 retailers were surveyed for the quantitative 
analysis besides qualitative interviews of 69 retailers and 75 farmers in addition to 
Govei nment officials and district consultants. The assessment revealed that the fertiliser 
reforms such as neem coating urea and AeFDS have streamlined fertiliser distribution 
with retailers and farmers reporting no shortage of urea in the last 2 years. Improved 
tracking through MFMS IDs is curtailing the delay in subsidy payments and significant 
reduction in overcharging from farmers has been observed. However, due to improved 
tracking and reduction in diversion, many retailers have left the system viz., 31 in Pali, 51 
in Hoshangabad, 1 in Rangareddy, 131 in Krishna, 35 in Una and 50 in West Godavari. It 
is also believed that some NPK complex factories in Krishna district have closed down as 
they were operating on diverted subsidised urea from retailers. 

4. Shri Sandeep Dave, jS, DoE stated that surrender of dealer licenses may be a cause 
for concern which can impact availability of fertilizer especially during the peak season. 
Shri Arvina Subramaman, Chief Economic Adviser added that this trend may also be 
representative of the fact that on standalone basis the business model of fertilizer dealers 
is not very viable. Shri Anurag Jain, JS, PMO suggested that this aspect needs further 
examination and corrective action as it could result in lesser number of outlets than those 
required. For this, hard data on consumption, sales, etc. would need to be examined by 
Microsave which was agreed to by the Chair. Shri Dharam Pal, JS, DoF highlighted that in 
order to address the issue of rush at the dealers during the peak season, the Department 
is insisting on having multiple PoS machines with each dealer. 

Shi i Shai ma highlighted that almost all retailers have confirmed that training has 
been received and found it useful especially in handling of PoS. Most retailers did not 
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complain about the signal/connectivity issues. Overcharging has also gone down as 
mers get to see printed receipts with details of subsidy paid by the Government. While 
eovera 1 diversion has gone down significantly, it is possible that some diversion may 

S ' G ^ ' ng pIace for P roducti °n of customized fertilizers. Shri Sushil Lohani, JS, DoF 
informed that customised fertilizers are permitted to be sold and there is no case of 
ouble subsidy as inputs are already subsidy paid. Shri Sharma added that farmer 
communication needs to be improved as most of the farmers got to know ‘Aadhaar' 
requirement only after their arrival at the retailer outlet. As a result, it was also possible 
at someone else s Aadhaar number was used while recording sales. Shri Yaduvendra 
Mathur, Additional Secretary, NITI Aayog highlighted that there may be a tendency of 
farmers to bunch up purchases to save on the transportation cost of fertilizers. 


6 . M.crosave informed that the time taken for each transaction has improved 
rastically from about 10 minutes in their previous survey to about 5 minutes which 
compares favourably with manual transactions. The number of attempts for Aadhaar 
authenticatmn was 35% in one attempt, 39% in second attempt, 19% in three attempts 
and 7/o in four or more attempts. Although 93% are able to authenticate in three 
attempts, retailers felt that it could be an issue during the peak period. Shri A B Pandey, 
DG, U1DA1 stated that it would be important to see the reasons for failure, especially as 
success rate of authentication was found to be as high as 98% in respect of a newly 
aunched telecom service. As a solution. Microsave suggested for an early check out 
system or pre authentication which can cut transaction time to 2 minutes. Some solutions 
could be outsourcing the authentication to post offices, customer service centres, bank 
mitras, etc. or pre-booking of fertilizers done in sales made through cooperative societies 
in Madhya Pradesh. It was also observed that the TPDS was working better in some areas 
because of the smaller ticket size, clientele, number of products, database and purchase 
window. While TPDS dealt with predominantly female clientele which had time and 
patience to wait, number of products to be sold was less and database was available; in 
case of fertilizers, up to 72 different types of fertilizers increased complexity of billing and 
farmers need fertilizer urgently depending upon weather demand. 


7. Microsave added that in overall terms, 71% farmers and 64% retailers prefer 
AeFDS over the earlier method. Retailers also find a relief in terms of less need for book 
keeping, automatic stock updation and other advantages. However, farmers' acceptance 
of Soil Health Cards (SHCs) still seem to be low as their immediate preference was 
profitability of ongoing crop. Ms. Rani Kumudini, JS (Agri) stated that the Department 
had got a survey of farmers in^J)districts done through NPC and findings regarding SHCs 
were quite encouraging and different from the observations of Microsave. Shri Arvind 
Subramamam, CEA stated that the results of the assessment are encouraging but cannot 
conclude on deciding pan-India roll-out as the assessment results reflect the position 
during non-peak period. He desired that more data be supplemented on the reasons for ' 
29% of farmers and 33% of retailers preferring old systems to take a more informed 
decision on a nation-wide roll out. CEO, NITI Aayog felt that pan-India roll-out of such a 
complex system may nut advisable at this stage. Instead, he suggested a phased roll-out of .he 
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project to select States/ districts based on preparedness besides conducting another evaluation 
during the peak season. 

8 . 7 hereafter, the second item of the Agenda viz. the Monitoring Framework for the 
new Fertilizer units was discussed. JS, PMO observed that for each activity, the actual 
date of completion may be indicated alongwith the target date. In the remarks column, 

reason(s) for delay, if any and steps taken for corrective action” should be mentioned. 
Besides, a PERT chart indicating activities in the critical path may also be shown as an 
annexure to the report. Subject to this, the template was finalized. 

9. The Chairman desired to know the progress on the implementation of the 3 
fertilizers plants at Gorakhpur, Sindri & Barauni. Shri Arun Gupta, MD, HURL informed 
that all the projects are on track. Tenders for main plant contracts at Gorakhpur & Sindri 
have been issued while tender for Barauni is expected to be issued in a day or two. He 
added that original tender opening in respect of Gorakhpur is due on 20 th March 2017 
but majority of the bidders have requested for extension of bid opening date, which may 
need to be accepted so as ensure sufficient participation in the tender. The Chairman 
advised that this time loss of about 1 month should be compensated from the project 
implementation schedule so that final plant commissioning schedule is maintained as per 
committed time lines. He also stressed upon the need for early completion of the 
Environmental Impact Assessment exercise and adopt a synergistic approach regarding 
setting up of the plant with gas pipelines being laid in the respective areas. 

10. After deliberations the following decisions were taken:- 

(i) Expansion of the pilot project to other districts may be done in a phased manner. 
(Action: DoF) 

(ii) Detailed analysis of sales, consumption data from the pilot project to be made. 

(Action: NITI Aayog/ DoF/ Microsave) 

(iii) DoF to suitably modify the monitoring framework and take appropriate action 
for fortnightly reporting to the various Departments. (Action: DoF/ Promoter 
companies) 

The meeting concluded with a vote of thanks to the chair and all the participants.
